COAL STOCKS INCREASED

Preliminary expenses last year were 
written down to £15,819. From the directors’

Stocks of cement and sundry materials 
have risen from £65,507 to £132,572. This 
is accounted for by a substantial increase in 


Sundry. debtor. and unexpired charges have 
increased from £78,682 to £99,540, due to 
increased deliveries in the latter part of 
the year and to payments on account of 
purchases made abroad. 

Investments have increased from £25,000 


Cash at bankers and in hand has fallen 
from 32,870 to £79,614 due to the pay- 
ment of expenses in connection with the 
extension of the Drogheda works. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDENDS 


Turning to the profit and loss account, 
you will find that the profit and trading is 
reduced from £144,068 to £135,020. 

Interest received and dividends on invest- 
ments ig slightly higher at £3,565. 

After allowing depreciation at the rate of 
£36,450 and directors’ fees at £1,339, interest 
on Debenture stock at £24,689, contribution 
towards sinking fund at £4,561 and income 
tax at £29,000, the net amount available on 
the year’s trading cones to £42,546. After 
crediting the carry forward from 1939 of 
£4,086, there is a balance available of 
£46,632. Preference dividend for the period 
will absorb £9,100, and, 01 the balance, your 
directors recommend the payment of a 
dividend of 8 per cent., less tax, on the 
Ordinary shares which will absorb £22,400, 
and, as already mentioned, it is proposed to 
write £10,000 off preliminary expenses. This 
will leave a carry forward of £5,132, or 
£1,046 in excess of last year. 


EXPORTS 


Your works at Drogheda and Limerick have 
had various difficulties to overcome during 
the year, such as the lack of spare parts, 
which had to be procured from abroad, and, 
during last winter, there was some delay in 
obtaining coal. In spite of this, however, 
I am glad to say that your works have pro- 
duced 265,596 tons, compared with 254,362 
tons for the previous year. 

The importation of foreign cement, which 
ceased entirely in the early spring, amounted 
to 26,954 tons, as against 90,124 tons for the 
previous year. 

The total consumption of cement in Eire 
last year was 275,046 tons, compared with 
344,386 tons for the previous year. 

Since the importation of ETC N cements 
ceased, your company has been able to supply 
all the cement requirements of Eire from its 
own works, and, when there was a local 
shortage in Northern Ireland and the west 
coast of England, we were able to export 
fair quantities, thereby reducing the manu- 
facturing costs, and, as a result, the cost to 
the consumers in Eire. 


PRICES COMPARED 


Owing to the heavy increases in costs, due 
to the war, your company has been compelled 
to increase the cement prices on three 
occasions aang the year, the last of which 
was on 18th July. 

To-day's prices of cement, however, are 
lower than those ruling in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In Dublin, 5 instance, 
the consumer's price to-day is 61. per ton, 
which compares with 65s. per ton in Belfast 
and 65s. 6d. and 70s. per ton in Liverpool and 
Glasgow respectively. ä 

The difference is even greater in the case 
of Belfast, because the cost of getting from 
the Northern Ireland works to Belfast is con- 
siderably less than from Drogheda w Dublin. 

Last year I mentioned that we were hoping 
to have the new unit at our Drogheda works 
in operation by about 30th June. Owing to 
the intensified war conditions there was 
bound to be some delay, but you will be glad 
to learn that we ed to get all the neces- 
sary machinery. As we were able to meet 
the current demand with our existing plant 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 

to extend the date limit for the com- 

ion of the second unit at Drogheda to lat, 

anuary, 1941. You will be interested to 

learn that we were able to comply with this 
date for the completion of the second unit. 

Our relations with labour at the two works 
have been quite friendly, except for an un- 
official strike at Drogheda, of a few days’ 
duration only. I think the workpeople will 
themselves be willing to admit that the strike 
should not have place. With the help 
of the urfions it was called off, and I hope 
there is no ill-feeling anywhere.

APPEAL TO MINISTER 


Our licence also provided for a time la 
of three months before your company could, 
by an increase in the permitted price, recoup 
any extra expense under the controlled items. 
This time lag, I am happy to say, the Minis- 
ter has agreed to waive, but your directors 
have not been successful in their appeal to 
the Minister for an increase to cover the 
additional cost of non-controlled expenses 
and for some consideration in regard to the 
additional interest incurred owing to the un- 
foreseen delay in building the second unit at 
Drogheda. I admit we cannot base our claim 
to such consideration upon any specific pro- 
mise or agreement. o the extent of the 
rise of our non-controlled costs, we are, 
therefore, in the hands of thé Government. 

The Minister presumably takes the 
view that your company has earned 
sufficient profits, and that we cannot 
expect to pay the same dividend in war 
time as in peace time. 


SUCCESSFUL INDUSTRY 


I can only say that we have done our best 
in endeavouring to build up a successful and 
new industry in Eire, and I honestly believe 
that our works are as well planned, as well 
equipped, as well organised and as efficiently 
run as any cement works elsewhere. If the 
Government is still determined on a greater 
measure of industrialism in Eire, I 
would respectfully submit that they must 
permit really efficient industries to be reason- 


| ably prosperous, otherwise I cannot see how 


they can hope to attract the necessary capital 
from private sources. 

‘I have dealt with this matter at some 
length, because I felt it was due to our share- 
holders that they should be fully informed 
of the present position. 

Before I conclude, I would like to say that 
my colleagues and I desire to express our in- 
debtedness to Mr. Osterberg, the managing 
director, and to all the staff and employés 
of the company, for their continued devotion 
to the company’s interests. Conditions to-day 
impose a very heavy and exacting responsi- 
bility on Mr. Osterberg, who has also a 
great deal of extra work put on his shoulders 
in connection with the extension of the 
Drogheda works.

“DEEP RESENTMENT”

Mr. DE VALERA, in reply to Mr. Dillon, 
said: —I can best reply to the deputy’s 
question by 89 5 a number af facts. Since 
September, 1939, eight Irish vessels have been 
attacked. Two of these vessels were attacked 
twice, making a total of ten attacks. In 
these attacks four of the eight vessels were 
sunk, twenty lives were lost, and seven men 
were injured. In addition to these four 
vessels, five were lost in other ways. Three 
sank as a result of striking mines The causes 
of the loss of the other two are not definitely 
known. The total number of Irish vessels 
sunk in various ways since the beginning of 
the war is thus nine, with an aggregate gross 
tonnage of 14,205 

Four of the ten attacks on Irish ships 
occurred within a radius of twenty or thirty 
miles from our coast. Of the others, three 
occurred in the Atlantic, west of the coast: of 
France; one off the Scottish coast, one forty 
miles north-west of Land’s End, one in the 
middle of the Irish Sea, and one in the River 
Mersey. Of the nine Irish vessels sunk since 
the beginning of the war, two sank within a 
radius of twenty or thirty miles from our 
coast, three sank in or near British ports, 
and two in the Atlantic. some hundred miles 
west of the French coast. The exact places 
where the other two vessels sank are not 
known. 


ATTACKS FROM THE AIR 

Seven of the ten attacks on Irish ships 
were made from the air. In two of these 
seven cases the vessel concerned was machine- 
gunned as well as bombed. I have received 
no specific charges that in any case the crew 
were machine-gunned while actually in their 
boats escaping from the ship, but in one 
case the master of the vessel reported that 
four machine-gun attacks were made on his 
ship, and one of these took place after ‘the 
order to take to the boats had been given 
and while the crcw were carrving it out.

The loss of Irish lives and the sinking of 
Irish ships have naturally occasioned feelings 
of deep resentment here, which we have not 
failed to voice through the official channel to 
the German Government. In every case in 
which the circumstances enabled us to do s0, 
we have protested, lodged a claim for com- 
pensation, and reserved all the rights to 
which we are entitled by international law. 


GERMANY’S WARNING 


It is well, however, that we should be clear 
as to the position in this regard. On the 
17th August last, the German Government 
declared a large area around Britain to Le a 
scene of war- like operations at sea and en the 
air, and announced that shipping operating in 
this area exposed itself to destruction. ‘The 
validity of this type of general declaration 
was challenged by neutrals ir the ‘last war, 
and it is a matter in which we, as a neutral 
in this war, reserve all our rights. We must 
remember, however, that in the past, many 
States found that their only effective remedy 
against the danger to their shipping resuiir.g 
from blockades was to prohibit heir ships 
from sailing t the blockaded ports, or at 
least to warn them that, if they tried to 
enter them, they did so at their own risk. 
Even in the present war certain eutrals, 
1 great Powers, have taken the same 
step rather than incur the risks which the 
operation of their shipping in the waters 
round these islands would involve. For us 
such a course is not practicable, but there is 
no good in blinding ourselves to the fact that, 
by not MN it, we incur the risks against 
which other States, even great, Powers, have 
taken the precautions to which I have re- 
ferred as the effective remedy. 

As regards the guestion of defensive arma- 
ment on our ships, the Government, is not 
satisfied that the advantages of installin 
defensive armament on Irish ships wo 
outweigh the disadvantages. There would 
be considerable risk that the arming of Irish 
ships, far from obviating such incidents as 
have occurred, would tend to make them

„GREAT VIOLENCE ” 


The Italians, in their Rome communiqué 
yesterday, admitted British attacks of 
great violence on the Juba, and claimed 
that in North Africa motorised forces attack- 
ing the Kufra oasis, about 500 miles south of 
Benghazi, had been repulsed with heavy 
losses. oe i 

“Hit them hard, and hit them again,” 
was the order oí the day issued by Lieut.- 
General A. G. Cunningham, the G. O. C., to 
the East African Imperial Force, on the eve 
of the successful Jubaland operations. 

Following the capture last Friday by the 
South African infantry of the important 
Italian aerodrome and post at the mouth of 
the Juba River, nine miles from Kismayu, 
the Italians are now virtually expelled from 
Jubaland, a province that was handed over 
to Italy 16 years ago by Britain in satisfc- 
tion of her pleas for recompense in sharing 
in the fight against Germany. 


ROME ON KEREN 


Rome radio yesterday, commenting on the 
military situation, said:—‘‘ Keren is still a 
closed door to the British, and although they 
have concentrated large forces in that area it 
will cost them a heavy toll in men and 
material before they can get through. After 
many months of preparation, the British 
managed to mass 100,000 fully-equipped troops 
in the Sudan. The menace constituted by this 
considerable mass of men and material 
rendered the Italian position at Kassala rather 
precarious, and it was therefore decided to 
shift the Italian forces which held this post to 
@ more mountainous area, which would reduce 
the British chances of employing their tanks 
and mechanised units. 

The announcer added :— 

“The Italian retreat was carried out in 
perfect order, and although the British troops 
which followed the Italians tried to pounce on 
them from time to time they were repulsed 
with heavy losses everywhere. Also when the 
British attempted an encircling movement 
this failed, in consequence of Italian counter- 
attacks, so that the British were forced to 
halt and reorganise. All the violent attempts 
to break through have constantly failed in the 
splendid resistance of the Italians.“

Hunting and coursing in the Counties of Dublin, Meath, Kil- 
dare and Wicklow have been prohibited. 


Plans to maintain supplies of meat for the Dublin market were 
put into operation yesterday. Following the destruction of the . 
carcasses of the cattle in which the disease had been detected, the 
abattoir was cleansed and disinfected so that the usual killings could 
be resumed. Late last night it was estimated that over a hundred 
cattle and two hundred sheep had been slaughtered, while veterinary 
officers from the Department of Agriculture and the Corporation 
examined many more animals with a view to their being licensed for

Referring to the new standstill order, a 
well-known cattle dealer said :-—‘‘ The position 
is very serious, especially at the present time, 
with feeding so dear and so scarce. It looks 
as if we are threatened with a big outbreak, 
it seems to be so widespread. Only to-day 
another doubtful case was mentioned in 
Dublin, but I presume that examination has 
certified it as being free. Otherwise there 
would have been an announcement about it. 

Dealers and salesmen appear not to be 
quite clear about the position, so far 
as Dublin is concerned. Certainly the 
new order will have the effect of prevent- 
ing the movement of animals in the areas 
mentioned in it; but in Dublin yesterday it 


The arrangements to combat the disease, 
and the fact that the Dublin Cattle Market 
was not open, created some confusion among 
butchers and others. It was stated that at 
6 p.m. less than half the victuallers in the 
city had been issued with the licences neces- 
sary before their animals could be slaughtered. 
The result was that many of the butchers 
who had bought cattle | gc unable to have 
them killed. we 

Mr. Robert Craigie, of Messrs. Craigie 
Bros. told an Iris Times reporter last night 
that there was absolutely no cause for anxiety 
about a meat shortage. ‘‘ There are more 
than enough cattle and sheep in Dublin to 
supply victuallers, he said, and the present 
confusion is only to be expected when it is 
remembered that the majority of the 
victuallers in Dublin are young men with no 
previous experience of oot-and-mouth 
disease. 

Mr. Craigie said that the last outbreak took 
place about twenty years ago. The disease 
would not be conquered in a couple of days. 
It would probably go on for weeks, or even 
months. “ In about a week's time, however, 
he assured our representative, “ the victuallers 
will have become accustomed to the routine of 
obtaining licences and of conforming with all 
the other necessary restrictions. 

When questioned about pear te fc prices, 
he said that prime cattle and sheep were 
fetching as good a price-as those of last week, 
Second-rate animals, however, were slightly 
dearer, and were not in demand. 

Before it was discovered that five of the 
beasts slaughtered in ‘the Abattoir were 
diseased, a large number of animals had 
been brought to the lairages of different 
salesmen in the vicinity of the Dublin Cattle 
market, and, as the market was closed in 
accordance with the order of the Depart- 
ment, victuallers had to go to the various 
lairages in order to make their purchases. 
It was then found that they would not be 
permitted to walk the animals to the 
Abattoir, and a widespread search was made 
for suitable horse-drawn vehicles, such as 
floats, which in former years were commonly 
used for this class of traffic. The number 
in use has fallen off considerably, and it was 
with difficulty that meat traders were able to 
get the conveyances they required for this 
purpose.

Dublin 
is the main export centre for all fat cattle

The notice emphasises 
also that stock-owners must refrain from 
visiting other owners of cattle, especially if 
the disease is suspected. Full compensation 
is paid from State funds for all animals 
slaughtered by order of the Minister.
